10. ToRetrive Misfortunes occaſioned by ſeafing of Children who per- 
haps either through Youthfulnels, Ignorance or Diſcontent, may have gone 


a Begging from their Parents or Friends z Therefore, let all ſuch be redeem- 


able within the ſpace of a Year, upon paying ſuch Expenſes, as their Maſters 
may have been at in entertaining them. ; 

By whatis above propoſed the imploying and providing for the able Beg- 
oars, will certainly take effe&t : For whereas formerly the putting of them 
to Work was manadged by Overſeers, who not finding any preſent Advan- 
tage to themſelves by their Diligence in the matter, did quite negle@ the ſame, 


or if any of them did carefully and diligently Diſcharge their Truſt, the ef- 


fetts of their Diligence was diſappointed by the neglett of others; But in this 
caſe People ſhall find a preſent plain Advantage, which ſhall be communi- 
cate immediatly to all Degrees and Ranks of People.| For if any Perſon of 
Quality hath a Houſe to build, Gardens to cut our, Park Dykes to build, 
Ditches or Hedges to make, Grounds to drain, Whins.or Broomto root out, 
or ſuch like, he cannot fail of having it done by the one half as cheap as for- 
merly, by reaſon that he ſhall find a great many to Work for their Bread a- 
lone z If itsan Inferior Farmer, hehas befide ſome of the Work ſpoke of a> 
bove, Clodding of Ground in Seed-time, Hearding of Cattle, Shearing in 
Harveſt, Grounds to clear of Stones, Whins or Broom, &c. If a Tradeſ- 
man, he can have Servants more eaſie, and if he breeds any to his Trade, he 
has their Labour all their Life for his Recompenle. 


. It is to be obſerved, that this Propoſal is not abſolutely a new thing, for 
the 10th AZ of the 22d. Parliament of K. Ja. 6. the ſame. thing in ſome 


Meaſure is enated, but hath never been effetual, partly by reaſon of ſome 
Methodsand Qualifications, with which it isclogged, by which the praQice 
of it is rendred uneafie, and partly by the lirttle Advantage that could be got 
by it, by reaſon of the ſhort time which wa: allowed for detaining of them ; 
The ſame being only Temporary. and not for Life,as now is propoſed. 

Whar is ſaid above. does relate to able Beggars, and outting them to Work: 
As toentertaining of old and ſnfirm People,let former Laws be revived, whieh 
are ſufficient 3 Eſpecially ſeing the Number ot-Beggars will be reduced to a 
very ſmall Compaſs by the Method propoſed above.
